to execute ordinary rudimentary footbail
contributed more to thelr downfall than
did the superior strength of State.
Biata's stremgth Increased In direct pro-
portion to the frequency of Pennsylva-
nia‘s errors.

In annlyzing Penneylvania’'s game with
State Codege the reader must not confuse
the emphasia placed upon the glaring er-
rore of the Pennaylvania backs with a de-
sire to withhold the lsast credit from
State for its great victory or to belittle
the power of the visitors’ running attack
in the third period.

The ground-gaining of the State backs
in this quarter was the fineat offense of
this sort that has been seen on Franklin
Field In a long time. It was almost as
good as that Dartmouth attack lust year,
